City officials have received from the 


state auditor's office copies of the re 
port of State Examiner Aaron Moul, 
who examined the books of the city 
water works department a few weeks 
ago for the period from May 1, 1917 to 
August 31, 1919. 


f 'He finds the net earnings of ihe de- 
partment for this period to be $41,- 
637.86 and the excess earnings $12,- 
158.68, giving a summary of the ex- 
penses and revenues. The 'examiner 
says: 
"The 
foregoing 
statement 


shows that the taxpayers of Coshoc- 
ton by having owned their own water 
works department have profited to 
the amount of 112,158.68 in addition 
to fire protection for which a private 
corporation would have charged at 
least $7,080 (177 fire 
hydrants at 


$40 each)."
